all necessary information about 
the proposed project, Following is 
the telegram received Tuesday 


from Congressman Steagall: 

“T appeared before Public Works 
Board in Montgomery yesterday 
(Monday) and I feel sure they are 
entirely sympathetic with the ef- 
forts for flood relief at Biba. I 
have arranged for hearings before 
the board next Tuesday at two thir- 
ty in afternoon. Hope you will 
be there prepared to work out de- 
tails to go to Washington. It is im- 
portant that we get application ap- 
proved and submitted as early as 
may be done. I expect to meet you 
there and to follow the matter 
through at Washington.” 

The Advertiser of Tuesday had 
the following account of the or- 
ganization of the Advisory Board 
and the applications for projects 
which it will handle:

Among’ other applications filed 
with the Board are about six from 
Birmingham, including an immense 
drainage project, and a construc- 
tion program proposed by the Bir- 
mingham Board of Education. 

The City of Hanceville also has 
applied for funds for a construc- 
tion program. 

At the meeting Milton H. Fies, 
of Birmingham, was chosen chair- 
man, and Mayer W. Aldridge, of 
Montgomery, was chosen secretary. 
Frederick I. Thompson, the third 
member of the board, was present, 
but Arthur C. Polk, of Birming- 
ham, former president of the 
Dixie Construction Company, whio 
has been chosen as State engineer, 
did not attend the meeting, being 
out of the State. 

Secretary Aldridge announced 
that beginning August 22, .the 
Board will hold hearings which will 
continue for four days, and urged 
that those interested in specific 
projects make appointments for 
hearing from August 22 through 
August 25th.

Most ginners in Alabama will 
charge from $3.50 to $4 per bale 
instead of from $6 to $8 as was 
being charged by some South Ala- 
bama ginners when the season op- 
ened, according to information 
from the Department of Agricul- 
ture, 

This reduction was made after 
Seth P. Storrs, commissioner of 
agriculture, requested that “‘vigor- 
ous action” be taken against South 
Alabama cotton ginners on charges 
of violating the Sherman anti-trust 
act in charging as high as $8.05 
per bale for ginning cotton. The 
reduction will save farmers of the 
State some $8,000,000 on their 
ginning bill, ;

Solicitor Hubert Farmer, the Hen- 
ry County Grand Jury and others 
entered the fight against ginners 
charging ‘outrageous and unjusti- 
fiable prices.””’

nice clean stall or barn for the 
milking of cows, I have 
known of anything that equals saw 
dust in keeping a cow barn clean 
and sanitary, The best plan is to 
put down 10 or 12 inches of saw 
dust and then take up the drop 
pings daily, which leaves your stall 
clean and odorless at all times, An 
othey plan is to put down a brick, 
stone oy wooden floor and keep the 
floor covered about an inch deep 
with sawdust, taking up the drop 
pings the same way, but putting 
new sawdust on the floor from time 
to time as it is needed, The saw 
dust gives you triple services: It 
helps to keep the stall clean, it 


fertilizer and it makes the fertiliz 
er mellow and easy to put out 
Sawdust is also very useful for 


your mule barn und your barn for | 


dry cows, If you will put down 
about 12 inches of sawdust in your 
other barns it will hold the fertil- 
izer, keep the barn dry and the 
fertilizer is easy to put out, as it 
crumbles very freely. Fertilizer 
that has been saved by the help 
of sawdust will further than 
when sawdust is not used, and in 
my opinion is worth quite a lot in 
this way. In my opinion, barn lot 
fertilizer pays best when put over 
the most land.

Probably the most delicious fruit 
grown on the farm is the white 
scuppernong, but many of our 
farmers neglect to make proper 
use of this product. In the first 
place, every good farmer should 
have several nice scuppernong 
vines, and I doubt very much that 
there is any real excuse you can 
offer for not having a good scup- 
pernong arbor on your place. The 
scuppernong jis one thing we can 
all have without the first dime of 
money expense, and every farmer 
in this seetion who doesn’t have 
a good scuppernong vine at the 
present time should make arrange. 
ments to put out several this fall. 
Nothing suits my taste better than 
things with the flavor of this fruit. 
I do not drink wine of sny kind, 
and I doubt very seriously that any 
family ever needs jt, but if you 
are going to have wine, the scup- 
pernong makes the best known to 
man. Scuppernong jelly is simply 
delicious, and I know of no reason 
why every family in this section 
should not be able to put up a 
sufficient amount of scuppernong 
jelly for a year’s use, In making 
jelly the seuppernongs should he 
picked just a little green. Probab- 
ly the best use we can make of 
the scuppernong js to make nectar. 
Scuppernong nectar is not only 
very delicious but it is very health- 
ful. Every family should have a 
good supply of scuppernong nectay 
to be used during the winter 
months. When you make scupper- 
nong wine or nectar you should 
save the hulls, as a good scupper- 
nong hull pie is mighty hard to 


beat. You can can the hulls and 
have pies during the winter 
months. Any housewife can easily 


obtain the recipes needed to use 
youy scuppernongs, and I am not 
undertaking to give this informa- 
tion here, as you will have no dif- 
ficulty whatever in getting jt in 
any community. If you have been 
living in town or in the country 
without enjoying scuppernones 
each summer, you need to go out 
behind the barn and give yourself 
a good, swift kick. Any man who 
raises a family of children in this 
country without permitting them 
to enjoy the pleasure connected 
with eating scuppernongs needs to 
apologize to his children for his 
neglect and: carelessness in giving 
to them the one thing which they 
probably like better than anything 
else. If you do not have a scup- 
pernong vine, you should start now 
and locate some good vines to be 
put out this fall. You need pieces 
of vines with roots.. You cannot 
put out a piece of scuppernong 
vine and root it successfully, but 
instead you should put some dirt 
on a green vine in the summer and 
by winter there will be some roots

The Judge declared that he 
could not write warrants for these 
claims without a decision from the 
Attorney General on the legality 
of his action. Although the At- 
torney General’s decision has been 
favorable to the use of the gaso- 
line fund for the relief work the 
warrants have not yet been issued 
and the poor, needy men have had 
to do without their pay. In spite 
of Coffee County’s refusal through 
its Probate Judge to keep its word 
with the Alabama Relief Adminis- 
tration on account of the extreme 
need in our County, Mr. Thad Holt, 
Director, continued to send funds.
